DAMAGING EVIDENCE AGAINST THE 
DICTED CHICAGO ANARCHISTS. 


William Selliger, the Bomb-Maker and 
Principal Witness for the State, Gives 
Important Testimony—The Manufacture 
of the Bombs for the Haymarket Meet- 
ing~—Bloodthirsty Lingg—Loaded Dynam- 
ite Bombs Offered in Evidence. 


Cu1caGco, July 21.—The eight anarchists 
moved silently into Judge Gary’s court this 
anorning. There was a serious, thoughtful 
lookin Spies’ face as hetook his seat, and, 
indeed, a somber melancholia seemed to 
brood over the entire gang, with the excep- 


tion of Lingg. Immediately upon the 
opening of cour€ William _ Selliger, 
who is regarded as ,the _ principal 


witness for the State, was put upon the wit- 
ness stand. The court-room was crowded and 
the testimony was listened to with the greatest 
interest. Selliger testified that he lived in 
Sedgwick street, and had asa boarder Louis 
Lingg, one of the defendants. On Monday 
night witness attended a meeting of the Car- 
penters’ Union at Leff’s Hall, At the meeting 
copies of the ‘‘Revenge’’ circular were 
brought in and distributed by Ballatzer Race. 

‘*Did you work at your trade Tuesday?’’ 

see ite 

‘*‘What did you do that morning?’’ 

‘‘Igot upat 7:30 o’clock. Lingg came. I 
had previously told him I wanted those bombs 
removed from my dwelling. He told me to 
work diligently at them and that they would 
be taken away that day. I took some coffee, 
and after awhile I worked at some bad shells, 


filling the holes.’’ 

‘*Look at the shelll now show you’’ (hand- 
ing the witness a leaden sphere about the size 
ofa smaliturnip). ‘‘Did you work at these 


shelis?’’ 

*?¥es."’ 

‘*What did you do?’’ 

‘*I drilled the holes. 
an bour.’’ 

‘‘Where was Lingg?’’ 

‘‘Ata meeting onthe West Side.

‘*He said to me, ‘I did not work very much, 
I ought to have done more.’ Itold him I had 
no leasure inthe work. Then he said: ‘We 
will have to work harder this afternoon.’ ’’ 

Mr. Ing bam,who codducts the examination, 
offered the sneil in evidence. 

‘*‘Did you have any conversation about 
bolts?’’ 

‘*Yes, Lingg told me to go toa place on 
Clybourne avenue to get some bolts to putin 
the shells? I got about fifty bolts.’’ 

‘*Who worked with you?’’ 

‘*Huebner, Munzenberg and Hewmann. We 
worked ail the afternoon.’’ 

‘*What room did you work {n?’’ 

‘‘Inthe front room at No. 442 Sedgwick 
street ,in Lines room and in the rear room.’’ 

**What did Lingg do?’’ 

‘*First, he worked at the gas-pipe—putting 
in the tubes.’’ 

‘*Tubes like these?’’ Mr. Ingham presented 
two wrought iron tubes about two inches in 
diameter and six inches long.

‘‘How many bombswere made that after- 
noon?’’ 

‘*I can’t tell.’’ 

**A dozen?’ 

‘“*Oh, more. Perhaps forty or fifty; Ican’t 
say exactly.’’ 

‘*‘How many round bombs?’’

‘*‘Were the round bombs cast that after- 
noon?’’

‘*‘Lingg cast them once alone in the rear 
— ofmy store. That was six weeks before

**Where was the first bomb you ever saw?’’ 

‘‘In Lingg's room, sometime before that; 
perhaps two or three months before.’’ 

GOOD ‘‘FODDER’’ FOR THF CAPITALISTS. 

The witness conversed with Lingg at the 
time and the latter told him he was going to 
make bombs also. He saw some dynamite in 
Lingg’s room. Lingg told him every working- 
man should have dynamite and learn to use it. 
There was going to bean ‘‘agitation,’’ he said, 
and all workingmen ought to learn 
the use of dynamite. On the Tuesday 
afternoon, when they were making bombs, 
Lingy said the bombs would be good ‘*‘fod- 
der’’ for the capitalists, andthe police, who 
might try and protect capitalists. The bombs 
ought to be completed that evening, as they 
were to be used that night, he said. 


It took me about half 


He came 


When witness left the house’ in 
the evening, Ling: accompanied him 
and they ‘carrie a__iittie trunk 
containing the bombs. Witness said the 


boinbs were round and some of them were 
pipes. They weighed about fifty pounds. 
They were all loaded with dynamite and bad 
caps fixed onthem. While they were carrying 
them they met Mizinger and they all carried 
the trunk to Neff’s Hali, No. 68 Cybourne 
avenue. 

PREPARATIONS FOR THE POLICE SLAUGHTER. 

They took them in through a side door and 
intoaballway. There the trunk was opened. 
Several peopie came to look at the contents. 
‘*I saw three or four men take hombs. I took 
two and put them in my pockets. Then 
we went away, leaving the bombs 
in the assage way. The hall back 
of Neff's saloon was called the ‘‘Shanty of the 
Communists;’’ anarchists and socialists all 
used to meet there.’’ When. he left Neff’s 
saloon Lingg, Thielen and Gustave Lehman 
were with him and they were afterward 
joined by two men ofthe Lehrund Webr Ve- 
rein; all bad bonbs. 

‘‘Teil what you were going to do that 
night.’’ 

**A disturbance was to be made on the North 
Side. That was arranged before. Other dis- 
turbances were to be made on ‘the West Side 
to prevent the police from massing at any one 
point. Lingg said disturbances should be 
inade all over the North Side.’’ 
As they passed the Larrabie Street Police Sta- 
tion, Lingg said it woulda be a beautiful thing 
to throw acouple of bombs. From Larrabie 
street he and Lingg went upto the Webster 
Avenue Station. A atrol wagon came 
up. ‘‘lingg said @ . was oing to 
throw a bomb; that it was the best time to do 
it. Isaid it was not; that it would be useless. 
Liugg became excited, and wanted me to give 
him some fire from my cigar. I wentinto a 
hall and struck a match—as if I 
was going to give itto him. The patrol wagon 
passed onthen. Lingg wanted to follow the 
wagon; hethought there was trouble on the 
West Side and wanted to know what it was. 

ersuaded him to go home a little before 
1 o’clock. Lingg asked me if Ihad seena 
notice in the paper that the armed men were 
to hold a meeting on the West Side. He 
showed me a copy of the Arbeiter Zeitung and 
pointed tothe word ‘ruhe,’ which he said 
meant there was to be a meeting and that 
everything was to be turned upside duwn.’’ 

¥ LINGG ABUSED. 


‘*The word ‘ruhe’ was a signal for all 
of the armed men to assemble on the West 
Side; the word was selected to give the men 
notice that there was to be trouble. Lingg 
and I went to Neff’s hall again, where a num- 


ber of others were. Herman said 
to Lingg in & very angry voice: 
*You are the cause of it all!’ 


Then some one toid of the Haymarket affair 
and said that a bomb had killed a great many. 
Lings said nothing. On their way home Lingg 
said that even now he was scolded, jibed at for 
the work he had done; that bis brothers in the 
cause did not appreciate him. We hid our 
bombs under the sidewalk. It was about mid- 
night when we reached home.’’

The Court asked: ‘‘Is that loaded?’’

The spectators were evidently very nervous 
at the production of the implements of 
Socialistic warfare, and the women 
present looked very much alarmed. The 
prosecution assured the Court that they 
were not dangerous. Inspector Bonfield of- 
fered to take them into the next room and 
take off the caps, but the Court said the next 
room was no place for such work, andthe 
bombs were en to the Lake front forthe 
operation. 

The witness resumed his testimony. During 
the car drivers’ strike last year, the delegates 
from the different groups used to meet every 
week at the Arbeiter Zeiting office, Neebe, 
Schwab, Lingg, were members of the group. 
The North Side group had rifles and drilled 
withthem. The witness identified a copy of 
Herr Mosts’ book. 

The defense moved to have the testimony 
all stricken out on the ground of irrelevancy. 
This was overruled ane Oe cross-examination 
was begun. Witness said he had been made 
no promises by the State, who simply 
told him he had _ better tell the truth. 
He didn’t know that his testimony, or state- 
ments, would prevent his being tried for 
murder. The cross-examination-was severe 
ava searching, but the witness’ testimony 
remained unshaken, and at 1o’clock recess 
was taken. ;

COSTLY IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Mobile & Ohio Spending Money Freely— 
A Fast Run on the Wabash—Kail Notes. 


The Mobile & Ohio has started the work of 
widening the gauge of the Cairo Narrow Gauge 
in earnest, and by the 10th of October at the 
very latestthe St. Louis Division, which ex- 
tends from East St. Louis to Corinth, Miss., 
willallbe 4 feet 8% inches gauge. Charles 
Hamilton, General Superintendent, has just 
closed contracts for ten consolidated freight 


engines, five of which are to be built 
by the Rogers works and five 
by the hode Isiand works. 


Six ten- wheelers were letto the New York Lo- 
comotive Works. These will be used for pas- 
senger service, and it is promised for them 
that they will make timein spite of wind or 
weather. An order for 500 box and flat cars 
was placed with the Litonfield (lil.) Car 
Works, and in a week or 80 the cars will begin 


toarrive. Yesterday morning the work of 
laying sixty-pound steel rails was com- 
rmenced. These rails are laid on 


the outer side of the narrow-gauge rails 
and will be putin sections as fast as the ties 
are placed in position. Atthe termination of 
the work the Narrow Gauge track will be al- 
lowed to remain in positionfor just twelve 
bours, during which period the Mobile & 
Ohio will operate two roads on one road bed. 


The steel rail at present used 
in the track will be used for side tracks, and 
all iron rails will be disposed of. 


All the motive power in use at present will be 
disposed of excepting six consolidated engines 
which will be fitted with standard gauge run- 
ning gear and converted into Smith engines. 
An iron draw bridge with a 200 feet span will 
be bullt over O’Kaw River, And an iron rigid 
bridge will be built over the Big Muddy. These 
improvements will cost away up in the will- 
ions.

SHERIFF VS. POLICE. 


More About the East St. Louis Difficulty— 
Belleville News. 


Sheriff Ropiequet, when informed this after- 
noon that his deputy at East St. Louis had 
refused to bring up a prisoner to the County 
Jail who had been bound over for the Grand- 
jury for burglary, stated that the deputy 
was acting under his instructions. 
The Sheriff says that it is the duty of the police 
to bring all persons whom they arrest to the 
County Jail, and he did not _o to be 
Sheriff, policeman and constabfe. Moreover, 
he states the law does not require him to per- 
form any duties which do not _ right- 
fully belong to the office of Sheriff. 
‘*In reference to the stand taken by the police 
of East 8t. Louis,’’ said the Sheriff, ‘‘l have 
only this to say: Wheneverthey arresta man 


who has any inoney they make 
no objection to 0Obringing the _ pris- 
oner to Belleville, but whenever they 


convict a pauper they call on me or my 
deputy to lodge him in the County Jail. 
The result is that they are always well paid for 
their services, while I receive noth- 
ing, the Board of Supervisors 
retusing to allow my legitimate claims. Ifthe

LONDON, July 21.—At the Cabinet Council 
held yesterday all the members of the Govern- 
ment were present. As was cer- 
tain would. be the case, resig- 
nation was .decided on for to-day, 
as I predicted om Monday. Gladstone’s duti- 
ful communivatipn will be in the hands of the 
Queen to-day. Her Majesty has summoned 
the Marquis of Salisbury to return to England 
immediately and undertake the task of form- 
ing @® new government. As Hartington will 
take no part in this, interest centers in the 
probable composition of the ‘‘Tory Minis- 
try.’’ 

THE NEW TREATY. 

Commenting on the new extradition treaty 
between England and the United States, 
the Standard this morning agrees that 
the ‘‘convention gives effect to some 
necessary enlargements and modi- 
fications of the existing arrangements, 
the expediency of which, for years, has been 
& matter of controversy between the two Gov- 
ernments. At the same time,’’ urges the 
Standard, ‘‘the article by which a wholesome 
Nability to punishment is prescribed is sub- | 
ject to the general exceptions of a succeeding | 
article that no fugitive criminal shall be sur- 
rendered if the crime in respect 
of which his surrender is demanded be one of 
a political character, and is to be subjected 
practically to a narrower construction than 
the plain sense of words suggests. It certainly 
appears to leave an easy loophole of escape 
for the perpetrators of the most heinous 
crimés. Persons who,without the smallest re- 
gard to human life, arrange for the wholesale 
destruction of buildings and bridges, may 
piead with truth that 

THEIR MOTIVE WAS POLITICAL, 
thatis to say, detestable and dangerous as 
their doings are, their object, or the object of 
those who employ them, is not to kill or de- 
stroy for the mere pleasure of the thing, but 
to coerce the State into action of some political 
kind. We can only hope that the phrase 
istobe interpreted in accordance with the 
suggestion of common sense, that no offense 
against humanity and society at large can 
rightly be regarded as political.’’The Pail Mall 
Gazette dissents from this view. It asks: 
‘‘What would have been the result 
of defining the matter further, or 
of expressly excluding dynamite outrages 
from the exemption granted to political 
offenses, obviously to assert In s0 many 
words that in the view of the contracting 
parties a dynamite outrage was a political 
offense. Oritisnot. Ifitis not, the treaty 
gives itnoexemption. There is an end of the 
matter, for the explosion of dynamite is 
malicious injury to property, whereby the life 
ofany one isliable to be endangered, The 
only necessity or justification for dealing any 


more specifically Mm the treaty with 
dynamite outrages would be if it 
were recognized on «both sides, 


or on either as a political offense. There is no 
reason whatever for supposing that either 
country would take such a view of the matter. 
It would have been a misfortune, indeed, if 
the United Kingdom or the United States had 
prociaimed that dynamite is henceforth to be 
one of the recognized resources of political 
agitations.’’

' THE SAENGERFEST, 


Arrival of the St. Louis and Other Singing 
Societies at Milwaukee. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 21. — Delightful 
weather marked the opening of the twenty- 
fourth fest of the North American Sapnger- 
bund. The city is full of strangers, and trains 
are arriving hourly with large additions. It is 
estimated that between 10,000 and 12,000 people 
will arrive from Chicago and St. Louis to-day. 
The hotels are crowded. Some enterprising 
landlords have rented large halls and empty 
stores intheir neighborhood and filled them 
with cots. Boarding-house keepers have hired 
cots by the hundred and every availble corner 
has been utilized. In addition to extra ac- 
commodations to be provided by regular 
boarding and lodging houses, many private 
residences have arranged to care fora large 
number. The decorations are more general 
and elaborate than have been seen in the city 
at any time since the peace jubilee, celebrat- 
ing the close of the Franco-Prussian war, with 
perhaps the exception of the soldiers’ reunion 
in 1880. Many residences are handsomely dec- 
orated with Chinese lanters,elaborate wreaths 
and the flags of various nations. The prin- 
cipal decorations are on the 


streets where every merchant vies with his 
neighbor in making his store attractive. Many 
of the saloonists have built rustic arches from 
their doors to the outer edge of the sidewalk. 
At the breweries the decorations are notabiy 
elaborate. The Chamber of Commerce, the 
Post-oftice and other public buildings are more 
or less adorned. From every flagstaff in the 
city a flag flies, many foreign standards being 
displayed us well as the stars and stripes, thus 
giving the city a cosmopolitan aspect. A con- 
spicuous feature of the festive decorations 
are the arches erected by the Saenger- 
fest committee. The genera! verdict is 
that the largest of these, the cumbrous and 
expensive structure on Market Square, with 
its insignificant finial statuary is a failure, 
but the light and graceful arches of greenery 
set off with colored streamers and placarded 
mottoes, such as the arch on Wisconsin street 
near the club-house, and that on Reade street, 
a short distance south of the Union Depot, 
are very pretty, tasteful and appropriate.

Episode Narrated by an Eye-Witness— 
The Officer of the Day and the Major of 
the First Regiment—The High Officers at 
the Encampment Only Paid Their De- 
voirs to the Ladies and Neglected Their 
Duty—The f&weet Springs Encampment 
Quarrel, 


The Kansas City papers bave taken up the 
matter oftue encampment at Sweet Springs 
to reflect severely upon the St. 
Lovis boys for the criticisms they 
passed upon the conduct of affairs. Rollins 
Bingham, Second Lieutenant of Company © 
(Marmaduke Guards) Third Regiment of 
Kansas City has sent the following letter to 
the Post-DISPATCH in defense of the St. Louis 


soldiers: 
In the Kansas City Times of this morning, in 
the form of interviews with various officers 


of the Seventh Regiment, appear certain 
charges against the officers and men 
of the St. Louis Regiment re- 
specting their conduct while in camp 
at Sweet Springs iast week, the most spe- 
cific being one against Maj. Comfort of St. 
Louis for being drunk an disorderly on 
Thursday night at his headquarters, the author 
of the charge being one Henry 8.Julian, Cap- 
tain of a company ofthe Seventh Regiment. 
Capt. Julian states that on the night in 
question the officer of the guard ,Capt. Swegler 
ot the Third Regiment, reported to him 
that @party of officers in the headquarters 
tent of the First Regiment were drunk and 
making a fearful lot of noise and had refused, 
aiter being requested, to keep quiet; that he, 
Julian, proceeded to the tent in ques- 
tion and saw at once the circumstances were 
as Swegler had detailed them; that Maj. Com- 
fort was maudlii drunk; thatthe other oc- 
cupants of the tent, including two regular 
ariny officers, were also drunk; that Maj. 
Comfort and the parties in the tent treated 
him in an insolent manner; that 
he, Julian, went toth quarters of Col. Buil, 
who was in charge of the camp, brought him 
to the scene of the disorder, and that Col. Bull 
also found the state of affairs to be as above 
related and ordered the disturbers to bed, 
I WAS MYSELF PRESENT 

at the whole affair above narrated. There is 
but one word by which lean characterize the 
whole of Capt. Julian’s statement in the inter- 
view as published in the Times. It 
muy not sound pleasant to the dilet- 
tante ears of j¢the Seventh Regiment 
Captain, but it is the only word in the English 
lanzuage that expresses fully and completely 
my meaning. The whole statement made by 
Capt. Julian in the Times is a lie 
from beginning to end; it was a cowardly 
and malicious lie, and Capt. Julian 
knew it when he said itand knows it now. 1 
was present inthe tentonthe night in ques- 
tion, know who was there and know the facts, 
which were in the main as follows: Maj. Com- 
fort desired Lieut. Stonestreet of the 
Marmaduke Guards and myself to 
bring Lieut. O’Nelll of the regular army over 
to tne headquarters tent of the First Regiment 
to meet the officers of the First. The invita- 
tion was also extended to Dr. J. A. Bona of 
Kansas City, Surgeon of the Third 
Regiment, These gentiemen were pres- 
ent during the affair narrated by Capt. Ju- 
lian. There was no drinking in the ordinary 
acceptation of the term. In fact there was 
nothing there todrink, and Lieut. Stonestree 
proceeded to our own company headquar- 
ters and brought back a quart bottie of 
whisky out of which some present took 
adrink and some did not take any atail. 
There were at least nine orten persons in all 
present. Thealieged disturbance took piace 
~ par an hour after the above drinking. 
Maj. Comfort and Liet. O'Neill then begana 
discussion upon technical points which the 
rest of us listened to; _ finally 
they began adiscussion as to the width and 
depth of a man standing inranks., As tothe 
depth of a man, Maj. Comfort stated it to be 
twelve inches, and Lieut. O’Neill said the 
average depth was thirteen inches. Maj. 
Comitort began a complicated arithmetical 
problem showing his reasonsfor arriving at 
tweive inches, basing it upon the relative dis 
tance between the fours while marching in 
company front. This was at atime when Maj 
Comfort according to Julian’s statement, must 
have been maudlin drunk or getting so. 

IN THE MIDST OF THIS DISCUSSION 
Capt. Swegier, at the head of a file of men, 
burst into the tent and in a loud voice ordered 
us to keep quiet and put the lights out 
and was promptly ordered out himself 
for his insolence. In a few moments 
he returned witb oye. Julian, who at first 
stated that complaint had been made that the 
parties iu the tent were creatinga disturb- 
auce. On being asked the source of hig com- 

by Maj. Comfort he stated 

it came from Capt. Brandt 
Company A, Third Regi- 
iment, whose quarters were in the vicinity. 
Lieut. Stormstreet immediately went to 
Capt. Brandt’s tent and found him asleep. 
Capt. Brandt, on being awakened, stated he 
had made no complaint and had heard 
no noise at all. On hearing of this Capt. 
Julian trimmed his sails and stated he had

ing to the tent was to request Maj. 
Comfort to exercise some care 
and see that his men kept quiet 
and that a repitition of disorder on previous 
nights might be prevented. Maj. Comfort 
avreed todo so. AndJulian, evincing a ten- 
dency to stillargue and explain his conduct 
was told by myself that as he had explained 
his mission and stated his reasons 
for comiug in the tent, there was no further 
excuse for his staying, and as he was intrud- 
ing upon a party to which he was 
uninvited, he bad better retire. He 
did so and came back with Col. 
Bull, who, after hearing . both sides and 
having atalk with Maj. Comfort said that to 
avoid further-discussion we had all better re- 
tire, which wedid. This is the whole truth 
regarding thefalieged disturbance. The head- 
quarters of the Third Regiment were not more 
than twenty feet distant from those of the 
First. Nobody there heard any noise or dis- 
order. Noonein Capt. Brandt's tent heard 
any. Capt. Perkins of the Marmadike Guards 
was in a tent in the vicinity; he heard no dis- 
turbance. The headquarters of Co. A., First 
Regiment, were near by; nobody there heard 
any noise. Oapt. Cookson'stentof the First 
Regiment was still nearer than these. Nobody 
in it was disturbed. The men who occupied 
the tents in the vicinity were all asked if they 
heard any unseemly noise. Not a man 
had heard any or made complaint. 
The controversy occasioned by Julian’s 
interruption caused a number of men to 
gather around, but what he'stated in hig inter- 
view as his reason for coming tothe tent 
namely: disorderly conduct and fearful noise.

EDITOR AND POSTMASTER. 

An important event has ocourred in Me- 
tropolis, Ill. Mr. F. A. TROUSDALE, edi- 
tor of the Metropolis Democrat, has taken 
possession of the Post-office, succeeding 
Judge Moore, who has discharged the 
onerous duties of the position with con- 
summate tact and brilliancy for twelve 
long years, and has gallantly borne a 
coal-oil flambeau through the strident up-, 
roar of many a campaign. 

Mr. TROUSDALE assumes the robes of of- 
fice with a solemnizing sense of the re- 
sponsibility that attaches to his new posi- 
tion and a lively apprehension of the del- 
icate proprieties that now hedge him in. 
He will henceforth occupy a two-fold po- 
sition, that of editor and Postmaster, 
and the two functions will be dis- 
tinct though merged and represented 
in the same person. The Metropolis 
Democrat will continue its regular 
visitations, dispensing the balm of consola- 
tion and the inspirations of hope to the 
faithful workers in the party, and scatter- 
ing ruin and devastation among its foes.

FEE POISON, 

The Grand-jury’s report thatits efforts 
in behalf of public justice had been 
thwarted by the infidelity of officials, par- 
ticularly the Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney, and thas there was no law pun- 
ishing such official misconduct, elicited 
these grave remarks from Judge Van 
WAGONER: 

The Court has many times called the atten- 
tion of various Grand-juries tothe laws and 
the defects through which criminals escape. 
The general public seem to sleep, and the only 
interest and activity developed is in the direc- 
tion of money-making. The attention of the 
public has frequently been called by the pub- 
licpressto these abuses, but still we goon 
and go on. ‘The influences of the corrupt 
classes pervade our whole social syste. 
You have only to be placed in the Circuit At- 
torney’s office or Gn this bench tofeel this 
damning influence. If the morai men and the 
good men of this community donot wake up 
and take hold of these matters we will sink to 
evenalower level than that which we now 
occupy. 

The damning influence that is felt on the 
bench and in the Circuit Attorney’s office 
will continue to be felt, not only there, 
but in other offices, State and Federal, and 
in legislative halls at Washington and 
elsewhere, until the good people of this 
country wake up and refuse any longer to 
confer officiai or legislative authority upon 
men who, not content with the emolument 
of office, are openly in the pay and the ser- 
vice of corporations and avowed corrup- 
tionists like Mr. GOULD, while pretending 
to serve the public. 

So long as this divided allegiance, this 
acceptance of fees on both sides, is prac- 
ticed without concealment and apparently 
without public condemnation, what else 
can we expect but that corruption will 
pervade our whole social system, blood- 
poisoning the whole body politic?

PUNISHING BANK DIRECTORS. 


We do not wish to discourage the prose- 
cutors, but a distinct recollection of a 
number of futile prosecutions impels us 
to say that the rulings of our Supreme 
Court have made it almost impossible to. 
punish directors or other bank officers 
for receiving deposits when the bank is 
insolvent or in failing circumstances. As 
the strongest bank may be suddenly pre- 
cipitated into insolvency by an unex- 
pected run, and as very weak, not to say 
rotten banks, often manage to get 
through some very dangerous places and 
to grow strong through public confidence, 
good luck and good management, it is very 
difficult tosatisfy every one of twelve jury- 
men beyond all reasonable doubt that a 
bank’s failing circumstances are more ap- 
parent to its officers one day than another, 
or that they have been guilty of anything 
more criminal than misplaced confidence.

The results of the drawings, 
or races, a8 they are called, are sent to the 
various offices, and according to this sheet the 
‘‘plays’’ or bets are decided. The police 
claim that the lottery has been broken up, 
and that some few venders at large, who are 
going about lottery localities pretending to 
sell plays on the races, aresimply obtaining 
inoney under false pretenses.

$200,000 Lost by the Harvard Boys in Bets 
®n the Recent Boat Race, 
From the Hartford Courant. 

It is current rumor that a very large pile 
of money was re on the Yale- 
Harvard boat race. he Boston Herald 
reckons that devotion to the crimson cost 
the Harvard boys about $200,000. Theball 
match, it may be added, was not without 
its stakes, too. In .each case Harvard 
was the favorite and Yale the win- 
ner. There is something highly dis- 
graceful about this whole betting 
contingent of the college contests. The

With their reckless expenditure, 
their profligate habits, their high scale of 
living, their idleness, and their general 
futility they do far more harm than their 
parents can undo with the uncertain 
charity of their last wills and 
testaments. They are the curse of the 
large colleges to-day. The only way to 
look at this boating and base-ball diver- 
sion is as a sport—a side issue in course of 
education which does not neglect bodily 
training. If the boys can keep up their 
atudies and succeed in their sports it is 
all very well; but it is a question whether 
they do not give too much time to the lat- 
ter alrgady. Certainly any further eman- 
cipation from study for the sake of play 
in any of them is a mistake. Considering 
the abominable extent to which betting 
and gambling have gone it would be bet- 
ter to-day to cut off all the sport than to 
increase its opportunity.

With Vogel relegated to 
private life Pnil Zepp’s labors in the can- 
vass will be very much lessened, Between 
Vogel and Zepp there might have been a close, 
interesting race, but with either Mott or Doer- 
banm Phil’striends think that he will havea 
walk-over. 
ANOTHER WITHDRAWAL. 

Severai days ago the. Post-DiIsPATCH pub- 
lished a statement to the effect that 
President Stth Cobb of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange had been solicited 
by a number of his business associates 
and friends to oppose John M. Glover for the 
Ninth District Congressional nomina- 
tion. Subsequently a morning paper 
announced that Mr. Cobb had 
‘*tactly consented’’ to make the fight.

PATCH reporter that while he was sensible 
of the honor conferred upon him by 
a request that he should be a can- 
didate, yet his business interests were of such 
a nature asto preclude the possibility of his 
leaving them for any length of time, as 
he would be compelled to do were 
be elected to Congress. ‘‘I have no business 
partner,’’ said he, ‘‘and must give my per- 
sonal supervision tomy office affairs. I am 
desirous, even anxious, to serve the city of 
St. Louisin any way within my power, butl 
donot feel thatI can sacrifice my business, 
hence I am not and will not be a candidate.’’ 
‘*Your decision is final, Mr. Cobb?’’ 

‘*Yes; and unaiterabie.’’ 
Mr. Cobb will probably prepare a card for 
publication within afew days containing sub- 
stantially the above information. 

THOROUGHMAN TOO. 
Col. Thomas Thoroughman announces that 
being satisfied that the United States Senato- 
rial race is a foregone conclusion, he with- 
draws from the contest. Against almost any 
other candidate than Cockrell Thoroughman's 
friends think that he would stand an excellent 
chance of success. 
PECULIAR METHODS, 
The closest and most interesting political 
contest in the State is in progress now-in the 
Seventh Congressional District, repretented 
in the present Congress by J. E. Hutton of 
Mexico. Dick Norton, Elijah Robinson, 
John E. Hutton, Dick Dalton, Charies Peers 
and T. B. Crews are the candidates. 
Up to date the number of delegates instructed 
for the different candidates by the County Con- 
gressional Convention is divided as follows: 
Norton, 17; Robinson, 14; Hutton, 
12 and Dalton, 9. Of the counties still to elect 
delegates Franklin's 9 votes will very likely 
go to Crews; 9 votes from Warren to Peers, 
and 8 from Montgomery are classed as 
doubtful. 
In connection with the situationin Mont- 
gomery County, itis charged by Judge Robin- 
son’s opponents that the Congressional Com- 
mittee have practically contracted 
deliver the county’s eight votes 
to the Judge in the nominating 
convention. Itis alleged that the committee 
was originally formed in Robinson’s interest 
andthat all of their proceedings since the 
opening of the campaign have borne out the 
charge. Forinstance, in Montgomery county, 
where the hardest fighting will be done, the 
committee has issued an edict which, if fol- 
lowed out, leaves the franchises of the Demo- 
cratic voters of the county at their mercy. 
According to their arrangements, the county 
at its primaries will vote for the different Con- 
gressiona! candidates direct.

She 
has a magnificent voice, is a beautifal woman 
and if she but takes a rest as she ought, she 
will last. take some pride in her 
because it was four years ago that I 
got herto sing the part of Fiametta in the 
‘Mascot’ end made herreally believe she had 
avoice.

Michael Davitt Opposes the Suggestion of 
Parliamentary Obstruction.

NEw YORK, July 21.—Mr. Patrick Ford of the 
Irish World received the following cable dis- 
patch yesterday: 

‘*] have read the extract from the Irish 
World article recommending the Irish Parlia- 
mentary party to adopt the policy of obstruct- 
ing in Parliament measures introduced for the 
benefit of the English masses, because of the 


votes of the latter against homerule. This 
policy would be suicidal. The Engiisb are not 
against Gladstone and home rule, but ayainst 
the land purchase scheme. The hostility on 
the part of the democracy t» buying out the 
Irish landlords and the middle class votes 
against home rule, decided the issue of the 
election. Even now Gladstone has polied 
800 votes more than the Tories, but the un- 
cormested elections gave the opponents of 
home rule a majority. The true policy for 
home rulers is to advocate the reforms re- 
quired by the workers of Great Britain while 
advocating justice to Ireland. The strugyle 
for the highest form of Irish liberty can and 
ought to run parailel to the aspirations of the 
British democracy forareform of their social 
condition, for economical liberty, for labor in 
the field ard workshop. The issuekn it by 
Gladstone is the classes aguinst the 
masses in the effort to satisfy the national de- 
mand of the Irish people. If the Irish people 
obstruct the cause of the English masses they 
willbe playing the game of the classes, and 
forfeit the sympathy of the million anda half 
of British voters who supported home rule 
this election. Ireland has asplendid chance 
of winning a better measure of home rule than 
that defeated, if we show the millions who toil 
and spin in Great Britian that in fighting for 
our rights we place no limits to the cause of 
liberty, and will strive for it for the people of 
England, Scotiand and Wales as well as for the 
ee of Ireland. By this policy we will soon 
Dave the voters of England following the ex- 
ample of the Scotch and Welsh in supporting 
hoine rule.

COSTLY APPLEJACK. 


A Rich New York Farmer Incurs Heavy 
Penalties to Save a Small Tax.

SANDYSTONE, N. J., July 21.—Thore is a Gov- 
ernment tax of 90 cents on apple whisky. 
Sussex County andthe neighboring county of 
of Orange annually pay nearly $100,000 to the 
government on whisky distilled within their 
boundaries. This does not represent all the 
applejack that is made in the two counties, 
however, for in spite of the severe penalty at- 
tached to illicit distilling, the amount of 
whisky that is made on which no tax is 

aid forms a very important item of 
ndustry among the honest old farmers. The 
business is carried on so cleverly, however, 
that it is only once in a while that law-breakers 
are discovered. One of these has jast been 
detected asa distiller of Illicit applejack on 
avery iarge scale, and it turns out that he has 
been engaged in the business for years. This 
one is Benj. Van Auken, of this township, a 
wealth fariner. ilis still was dis- 
covero in the upper story of the 
wagon-house, where it seems he_ kept 
it secreted wheu it was notin use. In tho 
distilling soason he set itupin a cave on the 
banks of the Delaware, half a mile from his 
house. He found amarket through ra tmen 
who secretly carried the product of the stil 
down the river on the ratts. The law punisucs 
jilicit distilling by the confiscation of the stil) 
alithe whiskey found on tho premises, an 
the farm on which the Illicit distilling is con- 
ducted, besidcs imposing a heavy fine and 
imprisonment on the distillory. Uniess 
Farmer Van Auken can compromise bis case 
with the Government agents, his economy in 
saving 90 cents a gallonon his whiskey, ts 
likely to cost him his fine SS several 
thousand galions, besides the stipplementary 
penalties.

POUNCED ON A PRESIDENT 


THE HEAD OF THE LEAGUE OF AMERICAN 
WHEELMEN ARRESTED. 


A Charge of Criminal Libel the Cause—KRen- 
ton Koiled at His Expulsion—Speculations 
on the Phillies Winning the Championship 
—Hdw Tommy Warren Trains—Teemer’s 
Alleged Crookedness—Base Ball Notes.

New YORK, July21.—Dr. N. M. Beckwith, 
President of the League of American Wheel- 
men, was arrested last Saturday on a charge 
of criminal libel preferred by D. N. Renton 
of 229 Broadway. On Monday afternoon Ed- 
ward F. Hill, ex-Chief Consul of the New 
York State Division of the League, was 4r- 
rested at Peekskill also on charges preferred 
by Mr. Renton. The prisoners were taken be- 
fore Justice Powers of West Brighton, Stayen 
Island. President Beckwith was allowed to go 
on his own recognizance, but when ex-Chief 
Consul Hill arrived with his lawyer the 
Justice could not be found and he was com- 
pelled to remain ina Staten Island hotel till 
yesterday morning, whephe was also allowed 
to depart on his own recognizance. The 
charges of Mr. Renton are based on his ex- 
pulsion from the League for conduct unbe- 
coming a gentleman and for threatening to 
bave an officer arrested. Last July Renton, 
who has gained fame as a racing man, com- 
peted ata race meet given by the Scranton 
(Pa.) BicycleCiub. In commenting on the 
race the editor of the League’s oflicial organ, 
the Bulletin, characterized Renton's racing 
apparel as disgraceful. The editor was 
arrested at Hartford onacharge of criminal 
libel. He was tried at West New Brighton 
last September and compromised by publish- 
ing a retraction and paying the costs 
of court and the fee of plaintiff's 
counsel. At a meeting of the 


Board of Ofticers of the League hela in this city 
February 22, charges were nade against Ren- 
ton and he was expeiled, That did not suit 
his ideas of justice and atanother meeting of 
the bourd heid in Bostonon May 29, he pe- 
titioned for a hearing, which was denied him, 
his communication being laid on the table 
without being read. He tlren obtained war- 
rants for the arrest of several prominent 
League officials. As yet only two have been 
arrested. Theindicted men are very angry 
and threaten suits for false imprisonment.

Among their intimate friends was Mr. Fehr of 
New York, who, it is said, often called with 
bis friend, Mr. De Verall, a commission mer- 
chant. Mr. Clark was apparently away ugreat 
dealand when he was at home he did not 
mingle with his neighbors. Nobody in Belle- 
ville yesterday. could tell the first name of 
Mr. Clark or of Fehr, but Mrs. Clark’s name 
was conspicuous in legal papers tacked ona 
good many trees along the hady 
avenues. The notices were of attach- 
ments upon the household goods of 
Mrs. Catherine Clark. They bore the names 
of John Wischusen, whose claim for groceries 
sold to Mr. Clark is $30; John Searl, at whose 
shop Mrs. Clark ran up a meat bill of $53 and 
Postinaster Holmes for postage stamps. $7.50. 
The attachments were got out before ’Squire 
Dow on June30. The three creditors heard on 
the last of June that Mrs. Clark had left Belle- 
ville for good and they began tu feel serious 
about their unpaid bills. They were not 
reassured whenthey saw a big city van carry- 
iug away alot of costly furniture. They were 
told that the furniture had been bought by 
Mrs. Clark onthe installment plan and that 
she hadn’t paid for it. The furniture 
men, however, were notentitied to all the fur- 
niture inthe house. They lett behind about 
$100 worth. The three creditors got Con- 
stable Sanford to cart this away for their 
benefit. ‘Squire Dow thou ast night that 
judgment on the furniture woyld be made 
to-day. It was talked in Belleville that Mr. 
Fehr had come there after Mr. Clark left 
and settled some smaller accounts. ‘Squire 
Sandford said Mr. Clark had had an agent 
inquiring for him what the tradesmen’s 
claims amounted to, and that the agent had 
reported to Mr. Clark that the debts were more 
than the furniture was worth, and that it would 
be wise not to try to save the furniture from 
being sold. ‘Squire Dow said Mr. Clark 
couldn’t redeem the furniture even if he 
wished to, because it belonged to his wife. 
Some persons in Belleville think Mrs. Clark is 
in New York, and others think she has crossed 
the ocean, butall taik of her disappearance 
asa mystery. The impression prevails here 
that she and Mr. Febr have gone off, together. 
A relative of Mr. Clark said he had heard it 
was. the intention of Mrs. Clark and 
Mr. Fehr to go abroad on July 15. 
The relative added that Clark wrote 
a complaining, letter to Fehr after Mrs. 
Clark had left Belleville. Mrs. Clark took her 
two children with her. She is a pretty woman 
of large ‘stature. She is about 30 years old, 
and has considerable money in her own name,
